Washington, April 8. — The census 
bureau Thuraday, baaing ita flgurea on 

the census of 1900, estlmatea the pres- 
ent population of the United States, 
exclusive of Alaska and in the insular 
possessions, as 79,900,389, an Increase 
of 3,905,814 over 1900. 

The buraau of the canaua haa decid- 
ed to make annual eetimatee of popu- 
lation based upon what ia known as 
the arithmetical method. This rests 
upon the assumption that the annual 
Increase for each year since the last 
census will be one-tenth of the decen- 
nial Increasie between the last two cen- 
sus. The country as d whole and most 
of the states and cities are growln;; 
with a steadily decreasing per cent, of 
increase. As this condition has ob- 
tained in the United States for the last 
20 yiears, it is likely to h(dd good in 
tho immediate future. Under such 
conditions the arithmetical method has 
been proved more nccurato than any 
alternative method. Estimates by thi.s 
method based on the census population 
of 1880 and 1890 were made for the 
78 cities, each of which had over 50.- 
000 inhabitants In 1000 and the re- 
sults compared with the census count. 

The estimates give these cities a to- 
tal annual increase between 1890 and 
1900 of 407.088. The count showed an 
actual average increase in 414,793, or 
closer than estimated based on votes 
cast or number of names in a directoi y 
or a local census of school children. 
Of course, in a number of individual 
caaea the estimates which have been 
made will ultimately be proved to be 
wide of the truth, but even in such 
cases the bureau of the census believes 
that they will be of value for the only 
purpose for which they have actually 
been prepared: namely, to establlsli a 
basis for the Ibmputation of de<ah and 
birth rates, etc. After correspondence 
with all the cities reported, very care- 
ful computations have been made of 
changes in municipal areas, and yet in 
many caaea the population of cities 
may not be eatlmated to be aa large 
as local conditions really warrant 
These estlmatea have the advantage of 
beiuK prepared in a cooaervBtlve and 

unl>iai;ed way. 

Referring to the inclusion of suburbs 
in cities, the bulletin says that of the 
438 cities with 10,00C| or more popula- 
tion, 102 annexed territory between 
June 1, 1890, and June 1, 1903. There 
are no cities credited with 2j.(»<io pop- 
ulation in Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
South Dakota. Wyoming, Vermont and 
North Carolina. The following are 
the eetimates of the population in 1903 
of all cities given 25.000 and upward 
in the following states:

He was especially 
beloved by all of his old neighbors to 
whom bis presence has ever been a 
sweet incense and bis name an abound- 
ing beVitage of pleasant memories. To 
the hungry his table was ever a feast of 
good things and be never turned the 
needy away from hia open door. Doi^ 
ing the last nire years he had been par- 
tially paralyzed and in all that time he 
baa been lovingly noraad and eaied fw 
by one of the noblest of women who in 
her daily life has always fully illustrated 
that a good woman ia Ood'i boat gift to 
man.
